A>iateur  Bleriot.  Fragrant,  medium  sized  flowers  of 
safiron-yellow,  deepening  to  copper  tov.-ard  the  center 
and  borne  in  clusters. 

Baby  Dorothy  or  Pink  Baby  Rambler — (Levavasseur, 
1907.)  (P.)  A prolific  producer  of  pure  pink  flowers, 

with  all  of  the  good  qualities  of  Crimson  Baby  Rambler.

Crimson  Rambler — (Turner,  1893.)  (C.  P.)  The  most 

popular  out-of-door  climber  of  today,  a rapid  producer 
of  long  heavy  canes,  reaching  a helglj  t of  ten  to  twenty 
feet  in  one  season ; rich  clusters  of  bloom  form  a mass 
of  vivid  crimson  beauty  until  late  in  the  season.

Gardenia — (Soupert  & Netting,  1900.)  (H.  W.)  Bright 

yellow,  opening  cream ; early  flowering,  fragrant  and 
free.  Called  “The  Hardy  Marechal  Neil.”  AATchuraiana 
X Perle  des  Jardins. 


General  Jacqueminot — (Roussel,  1852.)  (H.  P.)  a cele- 
brated and  much  sought  after  variety,  both  for  planting 
out  and  pot  forcing;  shapely  buds  and  handsome  blooms 
of  bright,  shining  crimson,  rich,  brilliant,  velvety  and 
fragrant.  Everybody  knows  and  wants  the  “Jack”  for 
its  all  'round  good  qualities. 

Gold  Finch  Buds  rich  lemon  yellow,  open  flowers  a 
trifle  lighter. 

Gruss  an  Teplitz,  Greeting  to  Teplitz,  or  Virginia  R. 
Coxe — (Geschwindt,  1897.)  (H.  C.)  Hardy  in  all  sec- 

tions; grows  freely  to  a height  of  four  to  five  feet;

ters; light  glossy  green  foliage.  Crimson  Rambler  x 
Carmine  Pillar. 

Hoosier  Beauty — (Dorner,  1915.)  (H.  T.)  Glowing 

crimson-scarlet  with  darker  shadings ; buds  of  good 
length  and  splendid  shape;  ample  petalage  with  a tex- 
ture like  velvet,  opening  into  a magnificent  bloom  of 
dazzling  brilliance,  fragrant  as  “Richmond.”  A strong 
and  clean  flower,  free  from  spot  or  mildew,  producing 
long,  stiff  stems  with  a bud  on  every  shoot,  needing  no 
pinching.  Ships  well  in  close-cut  state  and  is  a good 
summer  Rose. 

Hugh  Dickson — (H.  Dickson,  1904.)  (H.  P.)  Brilliant 
crimson,  shaded  scarlet;  very  large  and  beautiful  in 
form,  with  large,  smooth  petals,  slightly  reflexed  on  the 
edges.  A vigorous  grower,  with  handsome  foliage;  very 
fragrant. 

John  Hopper.  A beautiful  dark  pink. 

Juliet.  Old  gold  and  red. 

Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria — (P.  Lambert,  1890.) 
(H.  T.)  Pure  white,  does  not  pink  when  planted  out; 
splendid,  large  buds  and  superb,  full,  double  blooms, 
making  the  choicest  cut  flowers.  A most  sturdy  grower, 
blooming  steadily  from  early  spring  until  late  frost.

Mme.  Gabriel  Luizet. — Light  silver  pink. 

Magna  Charta — (AA^  Paul,  1876.)  (H.  P.)  Extra  large, 
full  flowers  of  unusual  depth ; sweet  and  of  fine  form ; 
bright  rosy-pink  in  color;  one  of  the  hardiest  and  best 
bloomers. 

Margaret  Dickson,  white  with  flesh  colored  center. 

Jlistress  Aaron  AVard — (Pernet-Ducher,  1907.)  (H.  T.) 
A most  striking  c&lor — Indian-yellow  shading  to  lemon- 
cream  at  edges  of  petals.  Very  large  and  full,  of  re- 
fined form,  cupped  and  very  deep,  effectively  showing 
the  golden  heart.  Conceded  to  be  a splendid  new  gar- 
den Rose,  while  latest  tests  have  proven  it  a valuable 
addition  to  the  forcing  class.

pointed  buds,  very  full  in  bloom  and  exquisitely  fra- 
grant. A splendid  new  forcing  Rose,  easy  to  manage 
and  free  to  grow.  Many  good  judges  pronounce  it  the 
successor  to  Bridesmaid  or  Killarney. 


riiP.adelpliia  Crimson  Eamljler — (Conard,  1902.)  (C. 
P.)  Deep,  rich  crimson,  brighter  and  more  intense  than 
the  old  Crimson  Rambler,  with  larger,  fuller  and  more 
lasting  flowers  in  panicles;  extremely  vigorous  and  pro- 
ductive, one  of  the  hardiest,  and  entirely  free  from 
mildew. 

Ophelia — (H.  T.)  Brilliant  salmon-flesh  shaded  with 
rose  on  outer  edges  of  petals,  with  a heart  of  glov/ing 
peach-pink  and  orange-yellow  blendings,  all  passing 
finallj’'  to  lighter  shades;  fragrant  as  Richmond,  fault- 
less form  in  bud  and  flower;  erect  habit,  stiff,  long 
stems ; free  and  continuous  in  grov/th  and  bloom ; hand- 
some, bright  foliage;  immune  to  mildew  and  black  spot;

Orleans — (Levavasseur,  1909.)  (P.)  Brilliant  gerani- 

um-red, suffused  rose  and  deep  cerise.  Bushy  habit, 
grows  and  blooms  freely;  florets  not  crowded,  but  of 
beautiful  arrangement  and  most  lasting  quality  with 
their  stiff,  paper-like  texture.  The  showiest  and  pretti- 
est of  the  pink  “Baby”  class.  Awarded  Gold  Medal. 

Paul  ISTeyron — (Levet,  1869.)  (H.  P.)  The  largest  of  all 
Rose  blooms;  bright,  shining  pink,  clear  and  beautiful; 
very  double  and  full;  finely  scented;  blooms  first  season 
and  all  summer.  Grows  to  a great  height  in  a single 
season  and  stems  are  almost  thornless. 

Radiance — (Cook,  1909.)  (H.  T.)  Brilliant  rosy-car- 

mine, shaded  with  rich  opaline-pink  tints  in  the  open 
flower,  v/hich  is  large,  full,  of  fine  form,  with  cupped 
petals.  A constant  and  fragrant  forcer,  producing 
strong,  upright  canes  and  an  excellent  keeper  in  sum- 
mer. Cardinal  X Enchanter. 

Red  Radiance — (Gude,  1916.)  (H.  T.)  A bright,  cheer- 
ful and  even  shade  of  pure  red ; size,  foliage,  growth 
and  habit  same  as  in  the  parent  “Radiance” ; a splen- 
did forcer  as  well  as  an  admirable  nursery  Rose.  Ours 
is  the  true  Washington  sport. 

Richmond — (Hill,  1905.)  (H.  T.)  Scarlet-crimson  of  a 
most  brilliant  hue;  long  pointed  buds  and  beautifully 
striking  flowers  on  tall,  erect  stems ; handsome  dark 
foliage;  a rapid  grov/er  and  constant  producer.  One  of 
the  most  successful  new  forcing  Roses  of  recent  years, 
a seedling  from  Lady  Battersea. 

Soleil  d’Or — A cross  between  Persian  Yellow  and  An- 
toine Ducher.  It  is  a fine,  hardy  outdoor  Rose,  showing 
much  the  same  character  as  the  Hybrid  Perpetuals. 
Especially  valuable  because  of  its  rare  color ; gold  and 
orange  yellow,  varying  to  ruddy  gold  suffused  with 
Nasturtium  red. 

Tausendschoen  or  Thousand  Beauties — (Schmidt, 
1907.)  (C.  P.)  Varying  shades  from  a delicately 

flushed  white  to  a deep  pink  or  rosy-carmine,  in  bright 
clusters  of  blossoms  almost  covering  the  handsome 
pale-green  foliage.  A vigorous,  hardy  climber  with  few 
thorns,  of  German  origin. 

Ulrich  Brunner,  or  Hardy  American  Beauty — (Levet, 
1881.)  (H.  P.)  Brilliant  cherry-red  flowers  of  immense 
size  and  bold  globular  form.  Seedling  of  Paul  Neyron, 
strong  and  disease  resisting. 

Wellesley — (A.  Montgomery,  1905.)  (H  T.)  Bright, 
clear  salmon-rose,  reverse  of  petals  silvery-rose;  retains 
the  form  of  Liberty  and  the  fullness  of  Bridesmaid,  its 
parents;  tall,  stiff  canes;  vigorous,  healthy  and  free. 

White  Dorothy  Perkins — (Cant,  1908.)  (H.  W.)  A pure 
white  sport  fi’om  Dorothy  Perkins,  with  which  it  is 
identical  in  foliage  and  habit.  A valuable  addition  to 
the  hardy  climber  class.
